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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 41-57, 63-74 and 94-106 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/29/2004. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 61, 75-92 and 107-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for a method wherein the active component is comprised 
of a functional group, a spacer group and a binding group , does not reasonably provide 
enablement for any active component . The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

It appears that all three functional parts are required for the claimed invention, in order to 
limit NSB and enable specific binding. 
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4. Claims 86, 93 and 107-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a functional surface wherein the non-specific binding 
matrix contains both a crosslinking component and a non-specific binding matrix , does not 
reasonably provide enablement for any binding matrix . The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

It appears that the crosslinking component is required for the claimed invention. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 80 and 81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a) Claims 80 and 81 : it is not clear if the three species of each of 80 and 81 correspond to the 
functional, spacer and binding groups of claim 62. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 61 and 86 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action. 
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8. Claims 75-93 and 107-1 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 62 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art does not disclose nor suggest functionalizing a surface to limit NSB and 

^enable specific binding by treating the surface with a composition composed of a crosslinking 
agent, a matrix-forming agent and a component comprising a functional group, spacer group and 
a binding agent. 

Conclusion 

1 1. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
